THE famous Hill at Epsom 
Downs Racecourse is to be re¬ 
named Poundland Hill after 
a new sponsorship deal was 
struck with the high street 
retailer.

He added: “All of Britain 
loves the Derby and as the 
people’s store, we’re looking 
forward to helping make the 
people’s hill at Epsom one of 
the best ways for the family 
to experience The Derby at 
Epsom.” 

The news comes just a few 
days after Epsom Downs an¬ 
nounced ambitious plans for 
its family enclosure at The 
Hill for the Derby Festival,

Coinciding with the Pound- 
land deal, bank and asset 
manager Investec announced 
it was extending its spon¬ 
sorship at the world-famous 
racecourse for an extra five 
years, taking the sponsorship 
through until 2026.

‘Poundland Hill’.”

EPSOM Downs Racecourse 
will welcome tens of thousands 
of people for the two-day Inves¬ 
tec Derby Festival on June 2 
and 3. We have spoken to some 
of the team behind the scenes 
who make the event happen. 

In the first in the series we 
hear from the stable manager 
Dominic Toole on keeping the 
stable area relaxed, choosing 
the right horse bedding and 
nervous stable staff. 

How long have you worked 
at Epsom racecourse? 

Three years, but I have 
worked in the racing industry 
in Epsom for the last 25 years. 

What does your day entail? 

I start at 8am. Most days in 
the summer I will be prepar¬ 
ing the stables and yard ready 
for racing, including mucking 
out and bedding up the boxes, 
hedge cutting, cutting the grass 
and general maintenance. My 
day finishes at 5pm. 

How does your role differ 
over the two days of the Der¬ 
by Festival from your day-to- 


day job? 

Over the two days my job 
changes from being hands-on 
to more logistical, with hav¬ 
ing to make sure all horses 
running have a stable and the 
staff travelling with the horses 
have accommodation. I have to 
make sure everybody is happy 

What is your highlight of 
the Derby Festival? 

Definitely when the stable 
staff start arriving and bring¬ 
ing their horses into the yard 
ready to race. 

They have spent the last year 


or so getting the horses ready 
and by this point all the wait¬ 
ing is over and the nerves start 
kicking in. For the winners it’s 
celebration time and for the 
rest it’s onto hoping their horse 
wins in the next race. 

Now the Derby Festival is 
around the corner how does 
this affect you? 

I won’t do anything different 
in the yard before race day as I 
try to keep a high standard all 
year round. It is the logistics 
that get more complicated with 
the Derby Festival, for example 


I have to check if we have hors¬ 
es coming in from abroad and 
if so when they are arriving, 
how many staff are coming 
with the horse and even what 
bedding would they want the 
horse to have! Then there are 
last-minute checks just in case 
there’s a problem we need to 
rectify quickly 

What is different about 
the Derby Festival com¬ 
pared to other meetings at 
Epsom Downs? 

There are lots more people 
around the stable area and of 
course an amazing atmosphere 
with everyone talking about 
who’s going to win. Having 
said that, it stays reasonably 
quiet down in the stables as the 
staff like to keep their horses 
as relaxed as possible. 

And finally who will you 
be putting your money on in 
this year’s Derby? 

I’d have a small each-way bet 
on Best Of Days. He really im¬ 
pressed me when winning last 
year and if he doesn’t run it 
will be an Aidan O’Brien horse. 

In the Oaks I’d have an each¬ 
way bet on Horseplay, who won 
nicely at Newmarket last time.

AN equestrian store has come 
to the aid of a charity vol¬ 
unteer who lost 18 months’ 
worth of savings towards rid¬ 
ing gear after a 119-year-old 
retailer went bust. 

Rebecca Watkinson had 
hoped to buy a full set of rid¬ 
ing gear from Lester Bowden, 
and had ploughed £411.50 
raised through a weekly pa¬ 
per round into an account 
with the retailer based in 
Spread Eagle Walk, Epsom. 

But her hopes were dashed 
when the company went into 
administration last month 
- leaving her and other cred¬ 
itors out of pocket - and again 
when the store’s new owners 
said they would not help her. 

Rebecca, who volunteers at 
a charity that looks after hors¬ 
es no longer able to race, was 
devastated, and her father Ian 
came to the Epsom Guardian 
to tell his daughter’s story. 

And after reading her story, 
Derby Arms Country Store in 


Epsom Downs offered to pro¬ 
vide her with a body protec¬ 
tor to safeguard her against 
heavy falls and kicks when 
taking care of horses. 

“She was ecstatic,” Ian, a 
computer solutions architect 
from Ferriers Way, Tatten- 
ham Corner, said. They hav¬ 


en’t asked for anything. 

“It’s nice to see a local busi¬ 
ness step up and help, and it’s 
nice to get a happy ending.” 

A director at Stevenson’s, 
the company which had tak¬ 
en over Lester Bowden, said 
it had no legal obligation to 
reimburse the Spread Eagle 


Walk retailer’s creditors, and 
to do so would see it “spiral 
into bigger debts”. 

John Stevenson added that 
the takeover had allowed 
schools to still be served by 
a local family business and 
50 members of staff to keep 
their jobs.

YOUNG victims of violent crime 
have risen to the highest levels 
in five years across south London 
boroughs. 

Figures from the Mayor of 
London’s gang crime and serious 
youth violence dashboard website 
show that there is an increasing 
trend in youth victims of knife 
crime in the past 12 months. 

People under the age of 25 in¬ 
jured in knife crimes have con¬ 
tinuously risen over the past year, 
with 453 young people injured in 
knife attacks this April. 

Gang crimes in south London 
rose by almost 50 per cent in the 
space of one month, from Febru¬ 
ary to March, primarily in the 
borough of Greenwich. 

Croydon has the highest num¬ 
bers of serious youth violence in 
the entirety of London, with 455 
injured in April, and that num¬ 
ber has been rising steadily in the 
past few months. 

The Met Police is trying to tack¬ 
le the problem with their Opera¬ 
tion Sceptre. Last week it complet¬ 
ed its 8th phase as police carried 
out over 1,000 weapon sweeps 
across London. 

Lewisham 

Victims of serious youth vio¬ 
lence: April 2017: 284 - April 2016: 
222; Gang offences: April 2017: 37 
- April 2016: 45; Injuries in knife 
crime: April 2017: 87 - April 2016:

Youth violence in on a seri¬ 
ous rise in Lewisham. While the 
number of gang offences are go¬ 
ing down (although it should be 
stressed that police don’t always 
know when a crime is committed 
due to gang violence and investi¬ 
gations will be ongoing), it’s clear 
that more young people in Lewish¬ 
am are being hurt in these serious 
attacks. 

Greenwich

Gang numbers 
are actually down for London as a 
whole but for the people of Green¬ 
wich, this paints a grim picture.

While there are no figures avail¬ 
able for the number of gang-re¬ 
lated attacks in the borough (as 
there are for a few of the other 
boroughs), it’s safe to say that an 
increasing number of young peo¬ 
ple are being injured in serious 
attacks. It’s not even in knife at¬ 
tacks, as those numbers are com¬ 
paratively low compared to other 
boroughs.

There’s a fairly clear east-west 
London divide when it comes to 
young victims of violent crime.

The 
number of violent attacks against 
young people in Sutton is still ris¬ 
ing though, even if it is by a com¬ 
paratively lower percentage.

The days when gangs of 
breastfeeding mums felt the need 
to besiege restaurants and cafes 
which refused to allow them to 
openly feed their babies should 
be long gone - sadly it seems 
some people are still living in the 
past. 

Since being so taken aback 
by this behaviour last Friday, I’ve 
had the chance to discuss the 
issue and I now realise this isn’t a 
generational matter. 

Speaking to my 80-year-old 
mum at the weekend, who 


incidentally chose to breastfeed all 
her children, she wholeheartedly 
agreed with me and feels any 
woman should be totally at ease 
to bare all and feed her child 
wherever she chooses. 

But, when I shared my thoughts 
with a family friend, her 21-year-old 
daughter, who was busy getting 
ready for work, had such strong 
feelings on the subject she felt the 
need to share her views. 

In her opinion everywhere 
should encourage breastfeeding 
mums and make them welcome. 
However, she felt they should be 
provided with a space where they 
can spend time alone with their 
baby away from “prying eyes”. 

She explained that whilst she 
believes no mother and child 
should ever be excluded for 
breastfeeding she feels the whole 
experience is so personal it 


should always be conducted in 
private. In fact, she went further 
and says that in her experience 
breastfeeding is such an 
intensely personal and “sensual” 
experience she is surprised 
any woman could possibly feel 
comfortable feeding in public. 

Ultimately it’s clearly a 
personal choice, but I still think 
no woman should ever feel 
ostracised for performing this 
most natural human function.

Sound advice perhaps but I don't 
know if it is telling us to refrain from 
shedding our thermals or overcoats 
until the month of May is over or 
until may (hawthorn) blossom is

Whatever the answer May is cer¬ 
tainly the most colourful month of 
the year and my favourite, living up 
to its title of 'Merrie month of May' 

Wild flowers and blossom are 
splendid this spring. Bluebells earn 
the vote for Britain's favourite flow¬ 
er but I love ox-eye daisies for their 
simplicity and beauty. 

Known also as Marguerite, 
dog-daisy or moon daisy ox-eyes 
used not to flower until June but no 
doubt as a result of climate change 
we now can enjoy them from early 
May. 

Motorway verges are already 
awash with them, not that we 
can appreciate the display when 
concentrating on driving. 

The flowers are at their best 
when seen in drifts swaying gently 
in the breeze, often attracting 
butterflies and other insects, see 
picture. 

The name daisy is a corruption of 
'day's- eye' alluding to the golden 
centre like a small sun with dazzling 
white rays or petals radiating from 
it.

‘Financial pressures’ sees two positions costing £200k scrapped 

Cabinet posts are axed

FOUR “inappropriate” and “ex¬ 
cessive” cabinet posts have been 
axed in one of Surrey County 
Council’s first moves since a 
large majority of Conservative 
councillors were re-elected earli¬ 
er this month. 

County Hall last week 
scrapped cabinet associate posts 
for children, schools and fam¬ 
ilies, the built environment, 
adult social care, wellbeing and 
independence, and community 
safety services, citing “financial 
pressures”. 

The cabinet associates were 
responsible for leading policy 
direction and working alongside 
the deputy leader of the council. 

David Hodge, leader of Surrey 
County Council, decided to dis¬ 
continue the roles as he unveiled 
his new cabinet after the coun¬ 
ty council elections earlier this 
month. He said the jobs, which 
have cost the taxpayer nearly 
£200,000 since they were intro¬ 
duced in 2013, were “inappropri¬ 
ate” in a time of austerity. 

In March, it was revealed that 
frontline services face nearly 
£72m of cuts this year, with the 
adult social care, highways, 
health, and children, school 
and families budgets are to be 
slashed, as the council looked to

offset £170million of sustained 
government cuts since 2010. 

Cllr Hodge said last week: 
“Given the financial pressures 
the council is facing and the 
need to find more than £100mil- 
lion of savings this year I felt it 
was appropriate not to fill these 
posts at this current time.” 

Liberal Democrats leader 
Councillor Hazel Watson, who 
had repeatedly called for the 
posts to be scrapped, said the 
money saved should be spent on 
frontline services. 


A question to the council in 
March revealed £192,820 had 
been spent on special respon¬ 
sibility allowances for the four 
posts since they were created - a 
figure Cllr Watson described as 
“excessive”. 

She said: “I am pleased that 
these posts have been scrapped 
but disappointed that it has tak¬ 
en several years for the Conserv¬ 
ative-administration at County 
Hall to realise that these roles 
were a waste of money. 

“At a time of tight financial 
constraints for the county coun¬ 
cil, it is vital that every penny is 
spent wisely and it was clearly 
not possible for the Leader of 
the Council to be able to justify 
the rationale for these posts any 
longer. 

“The cost of the four cabinet 
associate posts was just over 
£50,000 in 2016/17, at a time 
when the Conservative-admin¬ 
istration was cutting services, 
introducing fees for using the tip 
and raising council tax - no won¬ 
der only 39 per cent of Surrey 
residents agreed that the county 
council provided value for mon¬ 
ey” 

The county council’s most 
recent quarterly survey also 
revealed that 40 per cent were 
satisfied with services for older 
people, 22 per cent were satisfied 
with road maintenance, and 33 
per cent were satisfied with ser¬ 
vices for people with disabilities.

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Alien: Covenant is set in 2,104, 
10-years after Dr Elizabeth 
Shaw (Noomi Rapace) stuffed 
the head of the humanoid an¬ 
droid, David (Michael Fassbend- 
er) in her rucksack and hitched 
a ride to the space jockey's 
planet. 

The Covenant in the title is a 
colony vessel, on a voyage to set 
up a new life with a 15-strong 
crew and 2,000 colonists in 
deep sleep. The ship has already 
been travelling through space 
for several years until the peace 
and quiet is abruptly disturbed 
by a distress signal resulting in 
the crew having to be woken up 
in a nauseated premature state 
by their guardian android Wal¬ 
ter (also Michael Fassbender). 

Due to a glitch in the system, 
the crew's Captain dies in his 
pod and second in command 
Oram, (Billy Crudup) a right¬ 
eous man who would rather get 
his crew working on repairing 
the ship instead of taking time 
to mourn their dead colleague, 
steps up to steer the crew on the 
right path. 

The deceased Captain (in a 
cameo role) was also the love 
interest of Daniels (Katherine 
Waterston, our new Ripley) who 
actually backs up Oram with 
colleague Tennessee (Comedy 
actor Danny McBride). I won't 
name the rest of the crew at 
this stage as they are all quite 
forgettable. 

It is Tennessee in his straw 
cowboy hat who deciphers the 
scrambled audio signal as John 
Denver's 'Country Roads take 
me Home' (you didn't expect 
that!) and can pinpoint the 
nearby planet as having simi¬ 


lar atmosphere to earth. And 
rather than spend more uncom¬ 
fortable years in dodgy pods in 
space, they decide to send an 
exploratory team to the planet's 
surface to see how suitable it is 
to sustain human life. 

However, by this stage, we the 
audience already know this is a 
bad idea and they should have 
continued their planned route 
instead of the lazy shortcut. Be¬ 
cause There Will be Blood'. 

It's not long before a few red 
shirt crew members get infect¬ 
ed via a new type of plant seed 
dispersal method. Miniature 
white Xenomorph's grow from 
the human husk and attack the 
humans like velociraptors in the 
long grass. A mysterious hood¬ 
ed figure appears and dispers¬ 
es the creatures and leads the 
group to safety. The team's sav¬ 
iour is the android David who 
has been living on the planet for 
the last decade. 

David is really the catalyst 
in this story and he introduces 
himself to the team but is he all 
what he seems? He is surprised 
to meet his doppelganger Wal¬ 
ter and the pair exchange their 
cultural prowess in a strange 
homo erotic scene where Mi¬ 
chael Fassbender has a tender 
moment with himself as both 
androids. 

The two robots are polls 
apart in their reasons for being. 
Walter finds it his duty to serve 
and protect his human compan¬ 
ions whereas David has evolved 
to think for himself and does not 
want to be a servant to man¬ 
kind, who he despises. In fact, 
David is not too dissimilar to the 
Blade Runner android Roy Batty 


(Rutger Hauer). 

I kind of like the idea of go¬ 
ing back to the gritty origin 
storyline but when the action 
follows crew members running 
through the Mother ships cor¬ 
ridors chasing after these ulti¬ 
mate killing machine creatures 
with heavy machine guns, it's all 
too familiar. 

With a larger crew and larger 
body count, most of what should 
be scary moments are pre-sign- 
posted by someone's stupidity 
of not knowing the rules. Such 
as, don't go and check out that 
noise you heard behind that 
bush, all on your own. 

With the original Alien (1979) 
movie there was always that 
claustrophobic feel with the ci¬ 
vilian engineering crew not pre¬ 
pared to go to battle and you 
had already invested in these 
people to make you care. You 
also only had a parting glance 
of the creature which slowly 
built up the tension, as they did 
in Jaws (1975) and American 
Werewolf in London (1981). 

Having said that. There are 
a few good action sequences in 
this film and Katherine Water¬ 
ston and Danny McBride are the 
standout performances for me. 

It's a shame that Billy Crudup 
seems to be playing more un- 
likeable characters these days, 
when he was so cool in Almost 
Famous and Watchmen. 

Not sure where the Alien 
franchise goes from here, al¬ 
though there are many rumours 
about director Ridley Scott pre¬ 
tending Alien 3 didn't happen 
and thereby producing a sequel 
around Ripley, Corporal Hicks 
and Newt. OUT NOW.

The combined 'additional costs' of 
moving home, such as estate agent 
fees and conveyancing costs, have 
increased by 25 per cent since 2006 
and now stand at an average of 
£9,472, according to new research. 

Post Office Money's Cost of Buying 
& Moving study, compiled by Post 
Office Money and the Centre for 
Economics and Business Research 
(Cebr), found these costs increased 
from £7,590 in 2006 to £9,472 by 
the end of 2016, however these cost 
increases could have been significantly 
higher were it not for recent changes 
implemented by the Government. 

The removal of the SDLT "slab" 
system - which saw all homeowners 
charged at a percentage of the price 
paid for their property, for example, 
resulted in the average stamp duty bill 
falling from £4,227 at the end of 2014 
to £1,774 at the end of 2016. 

However, forecasts indicate the 
additional costs of moving will hit 
£12,267 by the end of 2020 and would- 
be buyers will face an even greater 
challenge for the amount they need to 
set aside. 

Despite the recent fall in costs, two- 
thirds (65 per cent) of prospective home 
buyers are still underestimating the 
amount they will need to set aside. 

These expensive moving costs 
present a challenge for prospective 
home buyers and movers who also 
need to find £94,200 to pay for a 


deposit on the average home. While 
this has remained fairly consistent in 
recent years, over the last decade, the 
average deposit has increased by 36 
per cent. Deposit costs also remain 
high for first-time buyers, who can 
expect to pay an average £50,136 on 
their deposit. 

Breakdown of additional costs of 
moving, and how they have changed 
between 2006 and 2016 (individual 
percentages reflect the proportion of 
each cost in the overall cost of buying 
and moving) 

One of the most significant moving 
costs to increase over the past 10 years 
is the fee charged by surveyors. This 
cost has jumped by 53 per cent since 
the end of 2006 (from £498 to £764 
in 2016). 

Those hoping to move in the South 
East have been one of the hardest 
hit by increases, with additional costs 
rising by 72 percent in the last 10years 
(from £8,809 in 2006 to £15,114 in 
2016). But London remains the most 
expensive place to move home with an 
average cost of £26,673. 

The additional costs of moving 
home remain the highest in London 
and residents of the capital are the 
most likely to underestimate the 
additional costs, with prospective 
buyers in the city budgeting £8,838, 
significantly less than the £26,673 they 
should expect to spend. 

Commenting on the findings, Owen 


Woodley, Managing Director at Post 
Office Money, said: "Forecasts indicate 
the cost of buying and moving will 
only continue to rise over the next five 
years, even with the impact of revised 
stamp duty rules introduced to reduce 
the impact on prospective buyers' 


wallets. With research indicating 
that 65 percent of these buyers have 
underestimated how much they should 
budget for these costs, careful and 
considered budgeting is essential at a 
time when they are already likely to be 
financially stretched. 


"We are aware of the barriers 
people can face when they are looking 
to purchase their first home or move 
further up the ladder. Planning ahead 
is vital and potential homebuyers 
should factor in these costs early on 
to avoid being faced with stressful, last- 


minute bills. Our continued research 
into housing affordability has helped to 
inform our own offering as a provider, 
having recently introduced a range of 
95% LTV deals that are fee free with 
cashback offers. These are helpful for 
those with a smaller deposit."

ON THi ROAD: 1 
CITROEN BERLINGD 



BACKGROUND: Try and picture a 
van-based compact people carrier. Bet 
you weren't imagining anything quite 
as nice as this. The current version of 
Citroen's much more civilised second 
generation Berlingo Multispace has 
in recent years been further distanced 
from the original MK1 model's basic 
commercial roots. With smart styling, 
strong equipment levels and the hi-tech 
option of efficient BlueHDi diesel 
engines and even all-electric power, this 
value-for-money five or seven-seater 
is now a vehicle that demands to be 
taken very seriously indeed. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Some 
cars aren't too precious about the 
lives they need. Take Citroen's classic 
post-war 2CV. You could drive it across 
a ploughed field, hose it clean, subject 
it to a fearful leathering, then pass 
it on like a family heirloom. It was 
uniquely French, uniquely Citroen and 
its modernday successor was the 
first generation of this car, Citroen's 
Berlingo Multispace. 

By the time this second generation 
version was launched in 2008, we'll 
over a million Multispace models 
were pounding European roads-but 
people were hanging on to them. To 
further develop sales, Citroen needed 
to bridge the gap a little between this 
Berlingo and more conventional small 


people carriers. Hence the emergence 
of this MK2 model as a more 
sophisticated thing, with underpinnings 
now based on a car, the French brand's 
C4 Picasso MPV, rather than a van. In 
recent times, the brand has improved 
it further, adding clever BlueHDi diesel 
technology for lower running costs, 
even more clever equipment and a 
smarter look. It all aims to create a very 
complete compact people carrier. The 
only one you'll ever need? Let's find out. 
DESIGN: You'll probably be very 
pleasantly surprised by how the 
Berlingo Multispace drives. The old 
bump, thump and reverberations that 
characterised earlier versions have well 
and truly gone. I know it's a bit of a 
cliche when discussing this sort of MPV 
but there is a lot of truth in describing 
this boxy Citroen as 'car-like'. For what 
is quite a tall, high vehicle, there's none 
of the tippy feeling that characterised 
the first generation version of this 


design, helped in no small part by 
beefier anti roll bars. 

And a much improved suspension 
set-up. Which in turn has made 
possible the kind of ride quality you'd 
like to expect from a Citroen: in other 
words absorbent and very well tuned 
for our terrible roads. It's an important 
thing to consider, for I reckon that 
aside from safety and practicality, 
ride quality needs to be one of your 
key criteria when making a decision 
on an MPV-style vehicle. Too firm and 
you'll never manage to get the kids 
off to sleep on a long journey at night: 
too soft and they'll get car sick. The 
Berlingo Multispace strikes a good 
balance because it's a little softer than 
you might expect in compression and 
rebound - in other words, over the 
bumps - but a little firmer than you'd 
think in roll - in other words, around the 
corners. 

Engine-wise, you get to choose 


between a 1.6-litre VTi 95 petrol unit 
at the bottom end of the line-up, but 
from then on, it's diesel all the way, 
with Citroen's latest 1.6-litre BlueHDi 
powerplant offered in three states of 
tune, with either 75,100 or 120bhp. To 
be frank, the petrol engine only really 
makes sense for low mileage owners. 
On longer trips, the extra torque you 
get from the diesel - 40% more even 
with the feeblest BlueHDi variant- 
really tells. Mind you, you don't have 
to have an engine. Forfrugally-focus 
urban-based families, the clever all¬ 


electric version could appeal. 

COST: Let's face it, cash-strapped 
families don't want to spend too much 
on the car that'll move them about. 

The good news with this Berlingo 
Multispace is that they don't have to. 
Prices range in the £13,500 to £18,500 
bracket, around £5,000 less than you'd 
pay for a conventional five-seat MPV 
like Ford's C-MAX, Renault's Scenic 
or indeed the Citroen C4 Picasso that 
shares this model's underpinnings. 

There are a few caveats here 
though. It's no good buying an entry- 


level Touch variant and expecting all 
of the flexibility that makes this model 
what it is. For things like the three 
individual rear seats and the seven- 
seater Family Pack (and I'd want both 
if I was a potential buyer), you've to 
spend at least £15,500 on a Feel-spec 
model - and even then, both of these 
features cost extra. At this level, most 
will want the BlueHDi 100 diesel 
engine, a unit which, for another £700, 
can come complete with Citroen's 
latest fuel-saving technology mated to 
a clever ETG6 automatic gearbox
